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History  of  the 
James  Walker 
School  of  Nursing 

On  February  5,  1903,  a  charter  was  granted  James  Walker  Memorial  Hos¬ 
pital  to  organize  a  school  of  nursing,  and  to  maintain  it.  The  first  superinten¬ 
dent  was  Miss  Lillie  Heller  (Mrs.  Thomas  R.  Little).  The  first  class  was  com¬ 
posed  of  two  students,  Miss  Florence  Hayes  (Mrs.  Morris  Caldwell)  and  Miss 
Alberta  Robinson.  Mrs.  Caldwell  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  person 
to  obtain  a  certificate  of  registration  issued  to  a  graduate  nurse  trained  in  a 
North  Carolina  School.  She  was  registered  in  New  Hanover  County,  July  1, 
1903.  The  second  class  was  made  up  of  three  students  and  each  year  the 
number  has  increased.  On  September  11,  1950  there  is  a  student  body  of  103 
in  the  school  of  which  41  are  preclinical  students. 

The  first  students  were  required  to  spend  two  years  in  the  school.  The 
time  spent  on  duty  during  the  day  was  twelve  hours.  One  and  one-half  hours 
were  spent  off  duty  for  recreation.  The  classwork  consisted  of  lectures  by  the 
visiting  doctors,  the  superintendent,  the  director  of  nursing  and  the  dietitian. 
Classes  were  held  each  night  during  the  winter  months.  The  classes  at  the 
present  time  spend  three  years  in  the  School  of  Nursing  before  graduation. 
An  average  of  thirteen  hundred  hours  or  more  is  spent  in  the  classroom.  The 
student  has  an  eight  hour  day  including  class  and  ward  duty.  The  faculty 
is  composed  of  Nursing  Instructors,  Doctors,  and  the  faculty  of  Wilmington 
College  for  the  courses  in  Science. 

James  Walker  Memorial  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  is  an  accredited 
school  and  is  one  of  the  four  largest  schools  of  nursing  in  North  Carolina. 
The  total  number  of  graduates  from  this  school  since  1903  is  approximately 
750.  These  graduates  may  be  found  in  the  many  different  branches  of  nursing 
in  all  the  states  in  the  union  and  Alaska.

Miss  Yount  was 
chosen  as  our  class  advisor.  This  year  began  those  memorable  days  on  the 
obstetrical  and  pediatric  divisions. 

Another  day  to  be  remembered  came  in  1950  when  we  proudly  received 
our  senior  bands.  This  brought  to  mind  the  fact  that  we  were  really  ac¬ 
complishing  our  goal.  Our  senior  year  has  been  unforgettable.  Some  of  our 
most  outstanding  events  were  the  Halloween  carnival,  fish-fry  at  Shallotte, 
Junior-Senior  banquet  at  the  Famous  Club  and  the  Senior  Dance. 

Our  days  at  ihe  James  Walker  Memorial  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  have 
been  wonderful.  We  feel  that  they  have  really  been  worthwhile  and  loads 
of  fun  !  We  have  made  lasting  friendships  and  accomplished  a  worthy  goal. 
As  we  leave  our  school  to  take  our  places  in  the  many  realms  of  the  nursing 
profession,  we  leave  with  an  undying  love  for  her.  We  shall  always  strive 
to  uphold  her  ideals.
